III. ■  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Roselyne  Swig  welcomed  all  present  to  the  first  meeting 
of  1985  and  commended  the  Commissioners  for  their  time  and  efforts 
expended  on  the  Arts  Commission  programs  and  projects.   She  then 
acknowledged  the  staff  on  the  genial  rapport  that  is  evidenced  when 
visiting  the  office,  and  the  written  communications  that  come  out 
of  the  office  that  reflect  time,  thought  and  sensitivity.   Con- 
tinuing, she  stated  that  from  her  communications  with  other  City 
departments  and  the  Mayor's  office,  the  reputation  of  the  Arts 
Commission  is  notably  positive.   She  stated  h^  pleasure  in  the 
Mayor's  letter  _to  her  commending  the  Arts  Commission  performance 
in  the  Management  By  Objective  Report.   In  conclusion  she  also 
expressed  her  and  the  Commission's  pride  in  the  distance  the 
Gallery  has  come. 
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IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Director,  Anne  Marie  Theilen 
is  making  spectacular  strides  in  recuperating  from  her  accident  in  November  and  she 
is  expected  to  return  to  work  this  month. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Coordinator 

Ms.  Kathryn  Reasoner  has  resigned  her  position  to  assume  directorship  of  the  Richmond 
Arts  Center.  The  Director  will  be  meeting  with  State/Local  Advisory  Board  Chair,  Meg 
Madden  regarding  filling  this  position.   The  job  announcement  will  be  publicly  posted. 

1985-86  Budget 

The  Director  reported  she  is  working  on  the  Arts  Commission  1985-86  Budget.   The  City 
projected  revenue  is  limited  this  year  due  to  the  federal  government's  cutbacks.   There 
will  be  few  city  department  budget  increases.   The  Arts  Commission  priority  will  be 
establishing  a  budget  for  property  rental  due  to  the  recent  loss  of  office  space  for 
three  of  the  Arts  Commission  programs.   There  is/ a  possibility  in  six  months  to  a  year, 
of  available  space  in  City  Hall. 

January  26,  1985  Commission  Retreat 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Gate  House  at  Fort 
Mason  has  been  reserved  Saturday,  January  26th  for  the  Commission  Retreat.   The  major 
thrust  of  this  retreat  will  be  the  mission  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  how  it  is  communi- 
cated to  the  public.   The  long  and  short-term  goals  of  the  Commission  and  certain  aspects 
of  Commission  financing  will  also  be  topics  of  report  and  discussion.   Commissioner 
Nemerovski  will  be  assisting  the  Director  in  the  planning  of  the  agenda  for  this  day-long 
retreat  which  will  be  a  public  meeting.   Everyone  will  be  notified  of  the  particulars  by 
mail.   All  Commissioners  are  invited  and  encouraged  to  attend.   Fred  Brown,  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  Management  Development  office  will  be  the  facilitator.   Director  Isaac 
requested  any  items  for  that  day's  agenda  be  given  her  as  soon  as  possible.   Commissioner 
Nemerovski  interjected  that  she  expressly  wished  the  ex-officio  members  of  the  Commission 
be  invited. 

Richard  Haas  Mural 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  and  Director  of  City  Planning,  Dean  Maoris,  have 
met  with  Mayor  Feinstein  regarding  the  Richard  Haas  mural.   The  Mayor  approves  the  pro- 
posed mural  and  has  approached  Walter  Shorenstein,  owner  of  the  Orpheum  Theatre;  he  may 
underwrite .the  $100,000  more  that  is  needed.

Finance  Committee  Report  -  Jacqueline  Nemerovski,  Chair 


Commissioner  Nemerovski  briefly  reported  that  the  evaluation  of  funding  processes 
and  the  basic  recommendations  and  evaluations  will  be  announced  at  the  Commission 
Retreat. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chair 


Commissioner  Patri  opened  his  report  commending  Kathryn  Reasoner  and  stated  his  regret 
the  program  and  the  Arts  Commission  will  no  longer  benefit  her  energy  and  expertise. 

S.F.  Foundation 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  John  Kriedler,  S.F.  Foundation,  has  stated  he  is  interested 
in  helping  fund,  in  part,  the  economic  impact  study  and  the  facilities  accessment  study; 
State/Local  is  working  on  these  proposals  now.   This  will  follow-up  with  Hotel  Tax 
Fund's  interest  in  helping  to  fund  these  two  studies. 

City  Planning/ South  of  Market  Study 

Commissioner  Patri  recommends  the  Director  send  a  letter  to  the  Planning  Conmiission 
acknowledging  last  year's  support  from  Alvin  James  (who  is  no  longer  with  the  Planning 
Department)  and  Suzanne  Montana,  and  in  the  letter,  underline  the  importance  of  this 
study  and  the  Arts  Commission  anticipation  in  working  with  their  new  representative 
with  continuing  cooperation. 

CAC  Workshops  for  State/Local  Partners 

San  Francisco  State/Local  Partnership  will  host  the  California  Arts  Council  Guidelines 
and  Proposal  Workshops  January  29th  and  30th. 

Fire  Code  Booklet 

The  Fire  Code  Booklet  is  in  its  final  draft  and  will  be  completed  this  month.   This 
is  an  important  step,  reported  Commissioner  Patri,  in  that  this  booklet  takes  complex 
technical  information  and  translates  it  into  lajmian's  language  thus  making  it  useful 
to  theatre  and  performing  arts  groups. 

Artist  Live/Work  Space  Study 

Ms.  Kibbe,  reported  that  some  of  the  Supervisors  are  becoming  very  interested  in  this 
study  and  they  will  be  accompanying  her  on  visits  to  three  artists  projects.   She 
distributed  and  described  the  artists  survey  that  will  be  used  this  week  in  the  evening 
telephone  survey.   Ms.  Kibbe  further  reported  that  the  press  has  been  helpful  as  exampled 
in  the  January  7th  article  in  the  Chronicle.   Artists  are  calling  in  and  requesting 
their  names  be  added  to  the  list  of  artists  to  be  interviewed  by  telephone.   In  reply 
to  President  Swig's  question,  Ms.  Kibbe  stated  after  the  survey  ha§  been  completed  she 
will  be  meeting  with  other  City  Department  heads  to  discuss  what  the  results  of  the 
survey  reflect,  and  city  codes.

President  Swig  presented  Mr.  Frank  Lucas,  property  owner  and  land  developer,  a 
certificate  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  his  generosity  in  being  the  first 
to  underwrite  financing  for  exhibiting  public  sculpture  in  the  United  Nations 
Plaza.

Arts  Festival  Committee  Report 


Frank  Pietronigro,  Director  of  the  1985  Arts  Festival  reported  briefly  on  the  plans 
of  this  year's  Festival  that  were  outlined  in  the  report  distributed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  meeting.   This  year's  Festival,  he  stated,  will  be  built  on  last  year's  foundation 
such  as  the  indoor  juried  and  satellite  exhibits.   The  outdoor  Festival  exhibits  will 
be  decreased  to  three  days  ins tad  of  five;  the  indoor  exhibits  will  remain  the  five  days. 
One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year's  Festival  will  be  an  elaborate  Awards  of  Honor  ceremony 
that  will  take  place  in  City  Hall  Rotunda  and  in  lieu  of  an  Awards  of  Honor  exhibition,  the 
Committee  plans  a  published  publication  that  will  highlight  the  '85  Awards  and  their  recip- 
ients.  The  crafts'  artisans  selected  by  jurors  will  have  the  opportunity  to  exhibit  indoors 
at  Larkin  Hall.   A  large  portion  of  Civic  Center  Plaza  will  be  utilized  for  an  international 
and  multi-cultural  arts  exhibits  showcasing  arts  and  culture  of  ethnic  groups  and  their 
community  organizations.   The  Arts  Festival  Budget  will  be  limited  to  $75,000.

Discussion 

President  Swig  expressed  concern  regarding  the  elimination  of  a  separate  Awards  of  Honor 
Exhibit.   She  indicated  that  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  was  the  perfect  place  to  house 
such  an  exhibit.   Commissioner  Hanson  indicated  that  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  Committee 
that  there  were  not  adequate  materials  available  on  artists  working  in  such  disciplines  as 
poetry,  literature,  theatre,  patronage  and  dance  to  warrant  a  gallery  exhibition.   Director 
Pietronigro  indicated  that  even  though  there  would  not  be  an  exhibition  per  se,  that  each 
awardee  would  be  invited  to  participate  and  exhibit  in  the  fabric  and  context  already 
established  for  the  Arts  Festival.

WHEREAS,   Mr.  Moore  then  voluntarily  returned  the  painting  to  the  Arts  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,   thereupon  the  artist  restored  the  painting  and  its  frame;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  painting  is  much  valued  by  the  Arts  Commission,  the  artist,  his  gallery, 
and  the  art  community  of  the  Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  return  of  the  painting  also  represents  the  restoration  of  a  work  whose 
value  has  increased  tremendously  since  its  purchase;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  express  its  formal  gratitude  to  Mr.  Moore, 
Mr.  Charles  Campbell,  and  to  Mr.  Farr  for  their  cooperative  efforts  which  resulted  in 
bringing  a  much  cherished  painting  back  for  the  appreciation  of  all,  and  it  encourages 
her  honor  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  to  give  special  recognition  to  Kingsley  Moore  likewise

Joe  Slusky  Sculpture/Millbrae  Water  Department  Facility 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  Joe  Slusky 's  sculpture  was  installed  and  the  staff  and 
Commission  are  pleased  with  the  sculpture.   Continuing,  the  Director  stated  this  project 
has  been  a  four-year  process  involving  the  Commission  and  the  Water  Department  management 
personnel.

The  Director  stated  to  the  Commission  that  she  has  replied  to  Mr.  Nothenberger 
that  in  the  planning  stages  of  this  project  there  had  been  considerable  consultation  with, 
and  input  from  the  Water  Department  management  and  that  the  new  management's  inability 
to  accept  it  aesthetically  is  indeed  unfortunate  and  presents  a  difficult  situation  for 
the  Arts  Commission  in  that  the  sculpture  is  already  in  place  and  so  much  time  and  money 
has  gone  into  the  project,  created  specifically  for  the  Millbrae  facility.   The  Director 
then  informed  the  Commission  that  she  proposed  the  following  passive/active  recommendations 
to  Mr.  Nothenberg:   1)   the  sculpture  remain  at  the  facility  for  six  months  allowing  staff 
there  time  to  adjust  to  the  colorful  and  unusual  sculpture  in  contrast  to  the  formerly 
quiet  and  subdued-colored  atrium;  2)  the  Arts  Commission  staff  will  present  an  informal 
brown-bag  lecture  at  lunch  times  with  artist  Joe  Slusky  and  conducted  by  Assistant 
Director  Michael  Bell,  opening  discussion  on  the  object  of  the  sculpture  and  how  it  fits 
in  with  history  of  contemporary  art  and  the  artist's  concept  of  the  design;  and  3) 
re-evaluate  in  six  months.

Frank  Pietronigro  further  reported  that  he  and  Larry  Giddings  will  meet  with  the 
public  relations  firm,  Dudley,  Anderson  and  Yutzy  to  request  funds  for  underwriting 
the  Festival.   Small  businesses  and  corporations  in  other  Bay  Area  counties  will 
also  be  approached  for  funding.

450  Sutter  Building  News  Kiosk

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Patri 's  absence.  Director  Isaacs  reported  that  interviewing  potential 
program  coordinator  candidates  is  in  progress;  there  were  thirty-seven  applicants 
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State/Local  Partnership  Committee  Report  (continued) 

that  were  screened  by  the  task  force  members,  Meg  Madden  and  Herb  Felsenfeld,  and 
on  Thursday  February  14,  seven  finalists  will  be  interviewed  again. 

Artists  Live/Work  Study      , 

Prior  to  Barbara  Kibbe"s  report  the  Director  stated  that  Ms.  Kibbe  has  submitted  her 
outline   for  the  Report  due  the  Mayor  in  a  month. 

Ms.  Kibbe  reported  that  the  telephone  survey  was  completed  with  the  aide  of  forty 
volunteers  from  the  community.   The  overall,  broad  data  of  the  survey  will  be  ready 
next  week.   She  further  stated  that  the  trends  the  survey  reflect  are  interesting  in 
that  it  has  been  uncovered  that  a  significant  number  of  artists  would  prefer  to  live 
in  single-family  dwelling  with  work  space  attached,  rather  than  commercial  live/work 
spaces.   Also  a  much  larger  demand  for  commercial  live/work  spaces  exists  than  was 
expected.   Hence  the  report  will  need  to  make  two  sets  of  recommendations  having  to  do 
with  what  to  do  with  low-income  artists  and  those  artists  who  prefer  and  can  afford 
commercial  live/work  situations. 

Ms.  Kibbe  further  reported  that  the  live/work  project  has  benefitted  from  positive 
and  intelligent  press  coverage  and  that  the  study  will  be  represented  in  a  national 
survey  published  in  U.S.  Today.   Ms.  Kibbe  stated  that  she  was  interveiwed  and 
recommended  to  U.S.  Today  that  they  contact  arts  persons  in  Seattle,  New  York  and 
Boxton  for  a  representative  survey.   In  conclusion  she  reported  on  her  studio  tour 
of  three  different  projects  with  Supervisor  Walker. 

Street  Artist  Program  Committee  Report  -  Ray  Taliaferro,  Chair 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  there  would  be  no  report  but  that  he  wished  to  inform 
the  Commission  that  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  upheld  the  Commissions'  findings  of 
Abel  Padilla's  disorderly  manner  in  which  he  conducted  business.   That  Board  suspended 
his  license  for  two  months.   The  Commission  had  voted  for  revocation.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  holds  all  rights,  titles,  and 

interests  including  copyrights,  patents  and  related  rights  including 
the  right  to  make,  do,  execute  or  create  any  representations  of  the  three 
tapestries  created  by  Mark  Adams  for  permanent  exhibition  in  the  North  Terminal 
of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and; 

WHEREAS,  Mark  Adams,  in  conjunction  with  Allport  Editions  has  requested 
permission  to  create  a  poster  of  the  tapestry  entitled  "Garden 
in  the  San  Adreas  Valley"  and; 

WHEREAS,   the  poster  will  measure  approximately  twenty-six  inches  by  thirty- 
eight  inches  and  will  be  printed  on  a  first-run  basis  of  between 
3,500  and  5,000  and  will  be  sold  by  the  publisher  to  distributors  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $7.50  per  poster,  and; 

WHEREAS,   the  poster  will  credit  the  artwork  as  belonging  to  the  "Collection 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.   Commissioned  through  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco 
Airports  Commission.  (Located  at  the)  North  Terminal,  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport,"  and  will  provide  publicity  and  recognition  of  the  Art  in 
Public  Places  Program  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  now  be  it  resolved 
that: 
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The  Arts  Commission  assigns  Allport  Editions  the  right  to  produce  a  maximum 
of  5,000  poster  copies  of  the  tapestry  "Garden  in  the  San  Adreas  Valley"  and 
will  receive  in  turn  fifty  (50)  copies  of  the  poster  free  of  charge  and  five 
percent  (5%)  of  the  publisher's  selling  cost  on  each  poster  sold  on  such 
terms  as  the  Director  of  the  Arts  Commission  negotiates  with  the  City  Attorney. 
This  right  is  assigned  with  the  provision  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  design 
approval  of  the  poster  in  conjunction  with  Allport  Editions  and  Mark  Adams 
and  with  the  provision  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
is  properly  credited  as  the  commissioning  agency.

At  Commissioner  Alley's  request,  Dennis  Rumsey  -  Program  Coordinator  for  the 
Pops  reported  to  the  Commission  on  progress  of  Pops  and  Symphony  discussion 
regarding  selection  of  artists  for  the  '85  POPS  Concerts  Series;  these  choices 
will  be  discussed  in  Committee  on  February  15th.   Continuing,  Mr.  Rumsey  stated 
that  it  is  hoped  ticket  prices  will  remain  the  same  this  year  and  that  its 
possible  that  the  total  cost  of  production  for  this  year's  concerts  will  be 
considerably  less  than  198A.   Discussion  is  underway  and  artists  are  being 
consulted  for  ideas  to  make  the  lobby  of  the  Civic  Auditorium  more  exciting  and 
perhaps  choosing  a  theme  that  will  carry  into  the  theme  of  the  auditorium  itself. 
One  topic  of  concern  Mr.  Rumsey  touched  on  was  the  installation  of  bleacher  seating 
on  the  Civic  Auditorium  floor  that  will  decrease  POPS  seating  by  as  much  as  2A0, 
which  could  be  reflected  in  a  $35,000  loss  in  income.   Director  Isaacs  interjected 
that  a  Business  Volunteer  for  the  Arts,  Veronica  Jorgenson,  referred  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  working  with  the  Director  and  Mr.  Rumsey  to  help 
develop  a  corp  of  volunteers  to  work  at  the  POPS  this  summer  and  to  counsel  on 
marketing  group  sales  to  corporations. 

Theatre  Committee  Report  -  William  Paterson,  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Paterson 's  absence.  Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Committee 
has  been  active  and  in  discussion  with  Bob  Martin  of  the  Eureka  Theatre  regard- 
ing plans  for  the  Theatre  of  Nations  Festival  -  1986.   An  appointment  is  pending 
with  the  Mayor's  office  regarding  her  support  of  this  International  Theatre 
Festival.   Since  the  Mayor's  visit  to  China,  stated  the  Director,  she  is  negotiating 
with  the  People's  Republic  of  China  for  the  Shanghai  Theatre  to  come  to  San 
Francisco  and  the  Theatre  Committee  feels  that  this  could  be  the  cinch  on  which 
the  entire  festival  can  evolve.

The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  a  meeting  with  the  Mayor  is  planned 
to  discuss  the  City's  support.*  Also,  it's  estimated  that  the  actual  cost  of  this 
Festival,  that  will  bring  twenty  to  thirty  theatre  companies  to  San  Francisco  froir, 
all  over  the  world,  will  be  approximately  one  million  dollars  of  which  one  third  will 
need  to  come  from  the  city  and  one-third  from  foundations  and  the  remaining  third 
from  earned  income. 

VIII.  OLD  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  members  of  the  Civic  Design  Committee  and  represen- 
tatives from  City  Planning  and  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  have  begun 
meetings  to  discuss  Civic  Center  design  policy. 

IX.  NEW  BUSINESS 

President  Swig  requested  that  all  Commissionerspresently  serving  on,  and  chairing 
committees  remain  so  for  another  year.   Unless  she  is  informed  otherwise,  she  will 
assume  the  committees  and  their  chairpersons  will  continue  in  that  same  capacity.

This  exhibition  is  a  milestone  for  the  Commission  in  that  this  is  the  first  time  the 
City  Collection  has  been  exhibited  privately,  and  in  such  a  way  that  reflects  well  on  the 
wisdom  of  the  Commission  for  having  the  foresight  in  purchasing  this  art  that  is  so  valuable 
today. 

Millbrae  Water  Facility 

Director  Isaacs  reported  she  has  had  communication  from  the  manager  of  the  Millbrae  Water 
Facility.   He  is  pleased  with  the  Director's  recommendations  to  leave  the  sculpture  in 
place  for  six  months, and  to  conduct  an  information/educational  art  program  with  the  staff 
there.   Lastly,  the  Director  reported  that  the  Facility  Manager  informed  her  he  was 
cognizant  that  the  Commission  had  consulted  with  the  previous  management  and  they  are 
willing  to  abide  with  the  agreements  and  decisions  made  regarding  this  sculpture  by  Joe 
Slusky.

The  Director  stated  she  welcomes  the  opportunity  to  attend  these  meetings  with  Anne  Marie 
Theilen-  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  Fe  Bongolan.   She  also  stated  she 
is  gaining  an  indepth  insight  of  all  the  Centers  and  their  needs  and  concerns.

Turk/Fillmore  Muni  Powerhouse  Facility 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  that  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  African 
American  Art,  Board  of  Directors,  has  been  in  contact  with  her  since  last  summer  regarding 
acquiring  use  of  this  property  which  was  formerly  a  Muni  powerhouse  and  has  been  declared 
a  San  Francisco  historical  monument.   The  Real  Estate  Department  has  notified  the  Director 
that  the  Police  Department  is  under  construction  next  to  the  facility  and  wish  to  include 
it  as  their  property.   If  the  Museum  of  African  American  Art  cannot  produce  a  proposal  soon 
(an  estimated  two  million  dollars  are  needed),  the  Commission  must  relinguish  jurisdiction, 
President  Swig  interjected  that  this  organization  was  offered  space  at  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center  several  years  ago  and  they  declined.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  also  added, 
the  Arts  Commission  gained  jurisdiction  of  that  facility  for  this  organization  in  1978  and 
they  could  not  produce  the  necessary  funds  for  renovation  of  the  facility  then.   President 
Swig  requested  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  recommendations. 

Pride  Center  Theft 

The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  due  to  inadequate  security  at  the  Pride  Center 
(at  no  fault  of  the  Arts  Commission),  during  the  1984  Arts  Festival,  approximately  half 
of  the  art  exhibit  was  stolen.   One  person  has  pleaded  guilty  and  is  serving  sentence  and 
refuses  to  disclose  where  the  stolen  art  is,  or  whom  the  others  involved  are.   Continuing, 
the  Director  stated  that  the  furor  this  had  created  in  the  Gay  Community  has  resulted 
in  an  anticipated  visit  to  the  Arts  Commissions  by  a  representative  of  that  community. 
The  Director  stated  she  has  written  to  the  District  Attorney's  office  and  there  has  not 
been  any  resolution  to  determining  where  the  stolen  art  is.

President  Swig  stated  she  had  visited  Poland,  Hungary  and  Czechoslovakia. 
Although  time  did  not  permit  a  full  report,  she  noted  that  while  in  Europe 
she  had  contacted  persons  and  groups  she  hoped  might  participate  in  the 
1986  Theatre  of  Nations.   She  noted  that  in  these  eastern  European  countries 
there  is  great  interest  in  the  arts,  although  the  emphasis  is  on  preservation 
of  historic  arts  rather  than  art  which  is  political. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  had  attended  a  conference  of  Museum  Law 
in  Chicago,  under  a  small  scholarship  from  the  American  Law  Institute/ 
American  Bar  Association.   The  conference,  planned  by  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  offered  sessions  on  collections  management  applicable  to 
Commission  business.   She  also  visited  the  Chicago  Council  on  Fine  Arts, 
comparable  to  the  Arts  Commission,  in  the  restored  beaux  arts  Chicago  Public 
Library.   The  Council  operates  many  similar  programs  such  as  neighborhood 
cultural  programs,  an  "Under  the  Picasso"  noon  performing  arts  program  in 
the  Civic  Center,  a  percent  for  art  program  and  changing  exhibitions  in  four 
locations  within  the  library.   The  art  collection,  however,  acquired  through 
an  artists-in-residency  program,  proved  difficult  to  maintain  and  the  works 
were  given  to  each  city  building  where  displayed.   The  Council  in  Chicago  is 
embarking  on  a  cultural  planning  program  to  include  an  economic  impact  study, 
funded  by  the  Chicago  Community  Foundation  at  a  cost  of  $225,000. 


Preservation  of  Monuments  Program 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  recent  reception  at  the  base  of  the  Hall 
McAllister  Statue  outside  City  Hall  to  initiate  the  inception  of  the  program 
to  preserve  monuments  and  statues  in  San  Francisco.   $3,000  has  been  collected, 
to  date,  towards  the  $4,000  needed  to  begin  restoration  of  the  Hall  McAllister 
statue.

Lucien  Labaudt  Reception 

The  reception  at  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Connnission  Gallery  to  celebrate  the  recent 
gift  of  Madame  Labaudt  to  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  was 
successful  and  received  favorable  press.   Mrs.  Louise  M.  Davies  presented  Supervisor 
John  Molinari  with  a  monetary  gift  for  the  care  and  maintenance^  of  this  collection  of 
over  400  works.

Commissioner  Vedensky  inquired  if  all  Commissioners  had  received  the  corrected  letter 
to  the  Commissioners  from  John  J.  Davis,  Jr.,  attorney  for  Richard  Mayer,  regarding 
the  West  Entrace  Roadway  Sculpture  Selection  project  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport.   A  brief  discussion  ensued  and  Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated,  from  the  legal 
point  of  view,  no  response  could  be  made. 

Moscone  Joint  Committee  -  Dmitri  Vedensky,  Chair 

No  report  given. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  -  Piero  Patri,  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Patri 's  absence.  Commissioner  Hanson  requested  the  newly  appointed 
program  coordinator,  Leah  Forbes,  report.   Ms.  Forbes  introduced  herself  and  stated 
how  honored  she  is  to  be  working  with  the  Arts  Commission.   She  then  requested  Ms. 
Kibbe  report  on  her  summation  of  the  first  part  of  the  Artist  Live/Work  Study  survey. 

Artist  Live/Work  Study 

Ms.  Kibbe  stated  her  pleasure  in  doing  this  study.   The  document  she  presented,  she 
stated,  represents  on-third  of  her  report  which  consists  of  the  hard  data  gathered 
and  tabulated  from  the  artists  interviewed.   She  further  reported  that  Assistant 
Director  Michael  Bell's  artist  live/work  map  was  very  closely  representative  of  her 
findings.   She  read  from  her  report,  her  summary  and  conclusions. 

There  will  be  a  meeting  Wedensday,  April  10th  with  Bernard  Cummings  of  Building 
Inspection,  Marily  Snow, -artist ,  and  other  city  representatives  to  discuss,  infor- 
mally, the  results  of  the  survey.   Ms.  Kibbe  further  reported  of  her  successful 
meeting  with  Chuck  Forester  of  the  Mayor's  office.   The  Mayor  will  not  have  an 
opportunity  to  read  the  report  until  her  budget  is  finalized  but, Ms.  Kibbe  stated, she 
is  assured  they  were  extremely  pleased  with  the  quality  of  work  so  far. 
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State/Local  Partnership  Committee  Report  (continued) 

A  meeting  is  planned  for  the  early  part  of  May  with  Director  Isaacs,  and  a  developer 
to  discuss  the  results  of  the  study.   The  recommendations  of  this  report,  Ms.  Kibbe 
continued,  will  be  warmly  received,  but  due  to  budget  restraints  this  year,  direct 
artists  subsidy  should  be  placed  on  "bottom  of  the  list." 

Inter department  communication  has  improved  since  the  beginning  of  this  study  and 
some  positive  changes  have  been  effected,  such  as  hight  of  lofts,  fire  separation 
sprinkler  requirements  and  the  live /work  permits  have  been  centralized  and  streamlined. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Hanson's  query.  Chapter  II  of  the  study  is  a  look  at  models 
in  San  Francisco  such  as  Project  ARtaud  and  the  Sears  Building  and  other  models 
across  the  country  including  Seattle,  New  York,  Boston  and  Los  Angeles.   Cahpter  III 
is  an  analysis  of  San  Francisco's  laws  with  recommendations  about  changes  in  zoning, 
building,  technical  assistance  and  a  final  recommendation  of:   1)  what  San  Francisco 
can  do  directly,  2)  what  the  arts  community  can  do  in  the  areas  of  education  and 
networking,  3)  what  the  arts  community  and  City  do  together  to  educate  and  inform 
property  owners  to  encourage  them  to  participate.

Commissioner  Hanson  request/Ms.  Kibbe  have  the  report  delivered  to  the  Commission 

several  days  prior  to  the  May  Commission  Meeting  for  thorough  reading  before  the 

Commission  votes  to  approve  it  and  foreward  to  the  Mayor.   Director  Isaacs  stated 

it  is  her  hope  that  once  the  report  is  completed  and  presented  to  the  Mayor  it  will 

be  followed-up  with  public  meetings,  i.e.  presentation  and  publicity  in  connection 

with  the  report.   The  Director  commended  Ms.  Kibbe  for  producing  far  and  beyond  what 

was  orginially  expected,  and  her  work  in  getting  all  city  departments  to  cooperate. 

Downtown  Percent  for  Art 

A  lengthy  discussion  ensued  culminating  in  the  Commission  requesting  the  Director 
to  take  all  necessary  steps  for  Arts  Commission  input  and  participation  in 
all  pertinent  aspects  of  the  Downtown  Percent  for  ARt  Plan  and  its  exploration, 
formulation  and  administration.

Commissioner  Duncan  briefly  updated  the  Commission  on  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
NAP  Committee  with  the  Board  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  (WACC) ,  that 
evolved  from  the  incidents  that  occurred  at  the  Center,  and  the  pressured 
resignation  of  the  Center's  Director.   He  stated  that  a  letter  has  been  sent 
to  that  Board,  detailing  strongly  recommended  changes  if  the  WACC  wishes  to 
continue  negotiating  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding.   One  stipulation  that  the 
WACC  wants,  is  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Cultural  Committee 
because  they  are  confused  about  Arts  Commission  rights  and  authority  over  the 
WACC  programs.

Art  in  Public  Places 

The  Richard  Serra  site-specific  sculpture,  "Tilted  Arc,"  installed  in 
Federal  Plaza,  New  York  City,  has  been  recommended  for  destruction  by 
dismantling  and  removal  and  is  in  litigation.   President  Swig  stated 
that  this  is  a  dramatic  event  in  New  York  and  should  be  monitored  by 
the  Arts Commission,  in  the  event  a  similar  situation  arises  in  San 
Francisco. 


President  Swig  reported  she  recently  visited  a  Walnut  Creek  exhibition 
of  twenty  Art  in  Public  Places  maquettes  and  outdoor  sculptures.   The 
exhibition  is  a  result  of  positive  public  awareness  and  support  of  artists' 
proposals  of  public  art.   President  Swig  further  reported  that  although 
there  is  no  legislation  for  percent-for-art  there,  contractors  and  land- 
scape architects  are  being  sensitively  encouraged  to  be  aware  of  how 
their  construction  budget  funds  can  be  used  for  art.   She  recommended  that 
Commissioners  visit  the  exhibit  in  Walnut  Creek. 

In  conclusion.  President  Swig  reminded  all  Commissioners  of  the  May  18th 
Commission  Retreat  that  will  be  held  in  her  home  from  9:00  a.m.  until  4:00 
4:00  p.m.

Director  Isaacs  reported  at  length  on  the  status  of  the  1985-86  City  and 
County  Budget  and  the  meeting  she.  Commissioners  Swig,  Patri,  Nemerovski

and  Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  had  with  the  Mayor  that  resulted  in  the  Mayor's 
approval  of  only  $43,595  of  the  $178,152  requested  for  the  1985-86  Arts  Commission 
budget. 

The  projected  budget  surplus  for  the  City  for  next  year  is  fifty  million  dolalrs;  and. 
City  Departments  have  requested  over  200  million  for  department  increases.   The  Mayor 
has  therefore  been  extremely  severe  in  denying  requests  for  increases  (and  still  has 
less  money  for  increases  than  exists  in  the  surplus) .   There  are  twelve  million  dollars 
needed  for  mandatory  police  and  fire  department  salary  increases  and  fringe  benefits  and 
eight  million  must  be  reserved  this  year  (thirty  million,  next  year)  for  the  "lunch  benefit 
that  is  in  litigation.   All  requests  (except  for  forty-five)  for  new  positions  have  been 
denied  and  there'll  be  no  supplemental  budget  requests  accepted  this  year.   The  Mayor's 
main  concern,  continued  Director  Isaacs,  is  that  the  voters  will  see  no  increase  in  public 
services  with  the  increased  budget.  Mayor  Feinstein  has  indicated  she  will 

soon  begin  a  process  to  institute  a  modified  zero-based  budget  for  1986.   Department  heads 
will  be  requested  to  list  eighty  percent  of  their  current  budget  and  justify  the  remaining 
twenty  percent;  new  programs  will  have  to  be  offset  with  reductions  elsewhere  in  the 
department's  budget.   All  computer  and  data  processing  equipment  requests  have  been 
denied  and/or  frozen.   This  type  equipment  has  not  resulted  in  staff  reductions  as  promise* 
but  instead  has  resulted  in  increasing  of  higher  paid  staff.   The  Mayor  has  requested 
departments  give  proof  of  increased  revenue  based  on  the  rational  of  greater  efficiency 
due  to  use  of  electronic  data  processing  equipment. 

The  following  is  the  status  of  the  Arts  Commission  increased  funding  requests  (Funding 
Issues)  as  of  the  May  26  budget  meeting  with  the  Mayor: 

a)  $26,333  salary  increments  and  fringe  benefits Granted 

b)  Two  curator  and  one  curatorial  aide  positions  reclassified. .Granted 

c)  NAP  Cultural  Center  cusotdial  positions  (2) Denied 

d)  $12,000  Arts  Festival  funds  increase Denied 

e)  Arts  Commission  Rent  and  moving  expense  funds Denied 

f)  $6,000  Arts  Commission  Administrative  Expenditures Granted 

g)  Additional  $2,200  Gallery  Operating  Costs $1,000  Granted 

h)  NAP  request  of  additonal  $1,000  for  special  community  projects Denied 

i)  Performing  ARts  Coordinator  Position Denied 

Management  by  Objective  (MBO) 

Director  Isaacs  also  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission   MBO  is  fulfilling  and  exceeding 
all  of  its  objectives  for  the  current  year.  A  series  of  new  objectives  are  being  added  to 
further  quantify  Arts  Commission's  performance. 

Space  Search 

Director  Isaacs  happily  reported  that  the  Arts  Festival  staff  will  be  moving  into  Room  156 
of  City  Hall  on  Monday,  May  13th,  to  remain  until  September.   The  State/Local  Partnership 
Program  will  be  moving  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Wells  Fargo  Bank  building  at  1256  Market 
Street,  Thursday,  May  23rd. 

Holocaust  Memorial  Vigil/Visit 

Director  Isaacs  briefly  remarked  that  May  5th  she  visited  the  George  Segal  Holocaust 
Memorial  in  Lincoln  Park  and  was  impressed  to  see  the  sculpture  covered  with  flowers 
from  the  many  visitors  there,  that  day,  to  silently  protest  the  President's  visit  to 
Bitberg.  The  Director  stated  that  a  serene  atmosphere  prevailed  and  also,  the  situation 
and  placement  of  the  sculpture  seemed  to  contain,  the  many  many  visitors  there,  without 
being  crowded  (there  were  well  over  five  hundred). 
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She  also  stated  that  the  Mayor  remarked  at  the  week's  staff  meeting,  that  she  had  initially 
had  reservations  regarding  the  placement  of  hte  sculpture  but  on  further  visits,  she 
(the  Mayor)  had  gained  a  greater  sense  of  pleasure  of  the  art  work  and  its  site  looking 
towards  the  ocean. 

Board  of  Education  Mural 

The  Board  of  Education  has  approved  and  accepted  the  proposed  mural,  "The  Learning  Wall," 
by  Keith  Sklar  with  a  six-to-one  vote. 

Children's  Art 

Director  Isaacs  announced  she  and  Commissioner  Peter  Rodriguez  were  on  a  jury  for  the 
Children's  Art  Workshop  of  three  hundred  childrens'  entries  from  Northern  California 
for  radio  station  KFRC-sponsored  art  festival.   This  childrens  art  exhibit  will  also 
be  exhibited  at  Great  America  over  Memorial  Day  weekend  and  the  winning  selections  from 
these  groups  will  be  featured  at  the  Arts  Commission  Arts  Festival.   Director  Isaacs  said 
this  is  an  important  first  step  to  bringing  visibility  of  children's  art  back  into  the 
community  and  public  education  with  the  Arts  Commission's  name  behind  it. 

Art  In  Public  Places  Publication 

Former  staff  member,  Lyn  Freeman,  is  currently  Public  Art  Fund  project  coordinator  in 
New  York.   Ms.  Freeman  has  contacted  the  Director  that  they  are  planning  to  publish  a 
book  on  procedures  for  public  art  and  are  seeking  an  Arts  Commission  endorsement.   The  NEA 
has  developed  "think-tank"  sessions  on  public  art  and  has  requested  Ms.  Freeman's  group 
to  write  this  book  on  standard  procedures  on  the  purchase  of  public  art.   Director  Isaacs 
stated  she'll  be  responding  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Director  will  help  in 
anyway  she  can  with  input  on  this  project. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report  Director  Isaacs  recommended  and  encouraged  all  to  attend 
act's  production  "Painting  Churches,"  starring  Theatre  Commissioner  Paterson. 

Arts  Management  Development 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell,  at  the  invitation  of  Director  Isaacs,  invited  Civil  Service 
Training  Unit  Director,  Robert  McDonough  and  her  staff  to  come  forward  and  be  presented  an 
Awared  of  Certificate  of  REcognition  by  President  Swig,  for  their  positive  impact  on  the 
Arts  Commission  staff.   After  President  Swig  presented  the  award,  Ms.  McDonough  accepted 
the  award  and  expressed  their  thanks.   She  briefly  described  the  role  of  the  Training  Unit 
staff  and  acknowledged  all  of  them.   President  Swig  personally  thanked  facilitator,  Fred 
Brown  who  facilitated  the  Arts  Commission  February  23rd  Retreat  where  the  following  Arts 
Commission  Statement  was  formed.

President  Swig  reported  briefly  on  the  July  11th  Awards  of  Honor  Gala 
and  stated  that  Larry  Giddings,  Development  Officer,  has  mailed  all 
sponsors  and  benefactors'  letters  requesting  they  purchase  tables  at 
$1,500  (Sponsor)  and  $5,000  (Benefactor)  as  contribution  towards  under- 
writing the  Arts  Festival.

$19,000  gift  donation  from  the  Citizens'  Committee  to  restore  the  S.F.  Municipal  Organ. 
The  pipe  organ  will  be  played  opening  night  of  the  POPS,  the  first  time  it  will  have 
be  played  in  twenty-two  years. 

Committee  for  the  Preservation  of  San  Francisco  Monuments 

Director  Isaacs  commended  Michael  Bell  for  the  strides  that  have  been  made  in  gathering 
funds  for  this  Committee.

Discussion; 

Ms.  Judith  Holten,  Director  of  the  Bes  Children's  Ed  Theatre  at  the  WACC  stated  that  as 
a  member  of  a  resident  company  and  former  Board  Member  of  the  WACC,  it  was  her  recommend- 
ation, based  on  previous  experience,  that  the  present  Board  be  disbanded.   She  stated  the 
curren  Board  has  been  counter-productive  to  growth  of  the  center  and  accused  the  current 
manager  of  being  unprofessional. 

Mr.  Pleasant  P.  Carson  Jr.  stated  that  as  a  working  artist,  involved  with  the  Sargent 
Johnson  Gallery  at  the  WACC,  it  was  his  concern  that  the  community  was  not  being  served 
and  he  urged  the  Commission  hire  a  competent  Director  for  the  WACC  as  soon  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  that  it  was  the  testimony  as  stated  by  Mr.  Carson  and 
Ms.  Holten  that  has  been  heard  in  Committee  for  a  long  time  and  in  sympathy  to  this 
situation  agrees  that  the  Commission  needs  to  expedite  assisting  in  resolving  this  trouble- 
some situation.   Legally  it  is  not  clear,  continued  Commissioner  Taliaferro,  whether  or  not 
the  Commission  has  the  authority  to  disband  the  Board  of  the  Friends  of  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  in  that  they  are  their  own  non-profit  corporate,  and  private 
corporation.   However,  the  Board  cannot  function  as  it  relates  to  one  of  our  cultural  centers 
without  a  legal  Memorandum  of  Understanding  from  the  Arts  Commission.   Commission  Taliaferro 
also  assured  those  present  from  the  WACC  that  the  Arts  Commission  staff  have  assured  everyone 
the  building  will  not  be  shut  down  nor  will  programs  cease;  negotiations  will  be  proceed 
at  "breakneck"  pace  to  try  to  remedy  the  situation  and  develop  another  Friends  of  the 
Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  Board.

Further  discussion  ensued  after  the  vote  re  the  WACC.   In  reply  to  Commissioner  Hanson's 
query  regarding  the  staff  present  and  working  at  the  Cultural  Center,  Anne  Marie  Theilen 
Director  of  the  NAP  replied  there  is  a  fulltim  office  manager  and  two  other  employees, 
not  sufficient  personnel  for  the  summer  programs.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Report  (continued) 

Commissioner  Patri  inquired  if  there  was  any  action  the  Commission  should  take  to  assure 
that  programs  continue.   In  reply.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  he  doubted  if  there  was 
anythingof  a  formal  nature  the  Commission  could  do  except  by  the  action  at  this  meeting 
today  to  assure  staff  that  the  Commission's  sense  is  that  the  programs  at  the  WACC  should 
continue.   Staff  know  the  specifics  as  to  who  they  can  work  with  and  how  the  doors  of  the 
Center  should  be  kept  open.   He  also  stated  that  immediate  meetings  should  be  called  to 
assemble  those  community  people  committed  and  interested  in  serving  on  the  Board. 

In  concludion  Commission  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Board  of  the  Freinds  of  the  WACC  and  other 
cultural  centers  were  created  following  the  economic  disaster  of  Proposition  13  in  1978  when 
the  Arts  Commission  could  no  longer  depend  on  large  sums  of  money  from  the  City  to  hire 
staff.   The  Friends  were  created  to  generate  Income,  grants,  etc,  so  they  could  hire  staff 
necessary  to  facilitate  the  programs.   The  Arts  Commission  entered  into  legal  contract 
with  the  Friends  of  the  Boards  through  the  Memorandums  of  Understanding.   Most  of  them 
have  operated  extremely  well  and  the  WACC  have  operated  extremely  well  in  spite  of  the 
problems  encountered  from  their  Board.   The  process  has  worked  and  the  fact  the  Commission 
is  not  recommending  renewal  of  the  MOU  at  this  time  because  of  the  current  situation 
is  certainly  no  castigation  of  the  Friends  of  Non  Profit  Groups,  whatsoever.   Director 
Isaacs  interjected,  that  the  staff  will  work  together  with  the  WACC  to  improve  the  center 
and  to  make  it  more  accessible  to  the  community  which  is  the  goal  of  the  staff  as  well 
as  the  Commission.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  replied  that  today's  action  severs  all  Arts 
Commission's  relationship  with  the  Current  Board,  effective  June  30th,  at  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  and  the  Commission  no  longer  has  any  legal  responsibility  to 
the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  until  such  time  the  Arts  Commission  renews  with 
the  present  Board  or  a  newly-formed  Board. 

Maisah  Carson,  current  Board  Member  and  Lenny  McBride,  former  Director  thanked  the 
Commission  for  the  action  taken  at  today's  meeting.   Mr.  McBride  also  spoke.

Director  Isaacs  reported  her  concern  regarding  Agnes  Albert's  inability  to  attend 
the  ceremony  and  receive  her  award  at  the  POPS.   Ms.  Albert  will  be  out  of  San 
Francisco  at  that  time  and  the  Director  suggested  honoring  her  at  some  future 
Arts  Commission  function. 

Municipal  Pipe  Organ 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  work  has  begun  on  the  Civic  Auditorium  municipal 
organ  and  "Hail  California"  will  be  played  opening  night  at  the  POPS.   Commissioner 
Taliaferro  interjected  that  Director  Isaacs  was  to  be  commended  for  redirecting  the 
donated  funds  to  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  to  enable  expediting  payment  for  repair 
of  the  organ.

President  Swig  reported  that  she  again  encourages  all  Commissioners  to 
network  with  their  friends  and  associates  to  encourage  making  reservations 
for  the  Awards  of  Honor  Gala  taking  place  at  the  Fairmount  Hotel,  Grand 
Ballroom  on  July  11th.   She  further  stated  that  the  success  of  this  fund- 
raiser depends  on  the  persons  attending  the  Gala. 

President  Swig  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission's  Art  in  Public  Places 
Program  is  to  be  commended;  from  observation,  other  nearby  communities 
are  using  the  Arts  Commission  as  an  example  for  creating  their  Art  in 
Public  Places  programs.   This  is  a  milestone  for  the  Arts  Commission, 
continued  President  Swig,  and  is  a  source  of  pride  and  may  be  useful  leverage 
in  the  community. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  opened  her  report  stating  she  had  attended  the  Board  of 
Supervisor's  Finance  Committee  Meeting,  July  18th.   She  stated  her  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  the  legislative  analyst  has  no  recommendations  for  cuts 
in  the  Arts  Commission  1985-86  Budget.   She  further  mentioned  that  in  con- 
versing with  Supervisors  Walker  and  Renne  on  different  occasions,  she 
gathered  a  sense  they  are  well-informed  and  pleased  with  Arts  Commission 
progress  in  current  programs  and  accomplishments. 

Director  Isaacs  further  stated  that  she  received  enthusiastic  feedback  and 
recognition  for  the  Arts  Commission  when  she  seized  the  opportunity  at  the 
Board  of  Supervisor's  Finance  Committee  Meeting  to  quickly  report  on  some 
recent  conquests  of  the  Commission,  expressly  the  recent  Grants  received, 
POPS  Concerts  and  Arts  Festival  plans,  the  Art   in  Public  Places  achieve- 
ments and  in  addition,  the  financial  and  organizational  accomplishments.

As  the  outcome  of  this  meeting,  a  future  meeting  is  planned  that  will  include 
representatives  from  the  Police  Department,  Board  of  Permit  of  Appeals  and  the 
District  Attorney's  office.

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner /Chairman  LaRocca,  Director  Isaacs  introduced  Mr.  Tom 
Fukuda  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture.   Mr.  Fukuda  presented  to  the  Commission  for 
their  approval,  a  chrysanthemum  watercolor  that  is  one  of  eight  that  will  be  installed 
in  the  ceiling  of  the  new  gates  of  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden.

Beach  Chalet 

In  the  absence  of  Committee  Chairman-  Commissioner  Vedensky,  Assistant  Director 
Michael  Bell  introduced  Mr.  Appleton  and  Mr.  Abel  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture. 
These  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  presented  to  the  Commission  their 
drawings  of  plans  for  restoration  of  the  Beach  Chalet  and  requested  approval  of  these 
plans.   After  a  thorough  explanation  and  discussion  and  viewing  of  the  proposed  plans, 
the  initial  proposed  resolution  for  approval  was  eliminated  and  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted.   This  action  was  decided  based  on  the  fact  that  the  plans  presented 
did  not  provide  or  reflect  the  importance  of  protecting  and  preserving  all  the  Beach 
Chalet  murals  and  instead,  appeared  to  concentrate  on  redesigning  the  interior  of 
the  Beach  Chalet  to  accomm.odate  a  cocktail  lounge/restaurant  concession;  and,  in  the 
process  of  this  plan  potential  damage  to  some  of  the  murals  seemed  apparant.   The 
Commission  also  voiced  concern  that  other  uses  for  the  Beach  Chalet,  other  than  an 
eating /drinking  concession  need  to  be  explored  and  discussed  with  Department  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  before  alterations  to  the  building  begin.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  Report,  Timothy  Duncan  -  Chair 

Commissioner  Duncan  reported  on  the  recent  joint  meeting  of  the  NAP  and  the  Cultural 
Centers'  Boards  and  financial  issues  relative  to  the  renewing  of  the  Memorandums  of 
Understanding  for  1985-86.   Director  Duncan  stated  that  the  Cultural  Center  Directors 
feel  the  consolidated  funding  plan  is  not  working  well  and  they  would  like  to  inde- 
pendently raise  funds  from  corporate  sources,  etc.   This  issue  is  still  unresolved  and 
another  meeting  is  planned  for  the  near  future. 

Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 

Commissioner  Duncan  related  that  he  received  a  call  from  an  independent  community 
negotiator  offering  to  mediate  between  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center.   In  reply  to  this  statement.  Director  Isaacs  reported  in  speaking 
with  this  negotiator  (who  appeared  unbiased),   was  informed  that  relations  with  the 
present  Board  have  ceased  as  of  June  30th  -  midnight  and  it  is  not  possible  to  negotiate 
with  the  present  Board  due  to  this  expiration  of  Memorandum  of  Understanding.

Director  Isaacs  also  stated  that  the  WACC  Board  had  written  her  recently  attempting 
to  answer  unresolved  questions  of  three  months  ago  with  no  mention  of  the  Commission's 
action  of  June  11th  not  to  extend  or  renew  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding.   The  Director 
mentioned  the  request  of  the  possibility  of  an  open  discussion  with  an  interim  Board  of 
community  members  and  some  of  the  present  Board  have  come  forward  to  volunteer  but 
the  offer  is  in  violation  of  the  June  11th  vote  of  the  Commission  to  sever  relation- 
ship with  the  WACC  Board.    Unless  the  Arts  Commission  indicates  otherwise,  the  Director 
stated  she  is  not  prepared  to  recommend  the  reinstating  of  the  MOU  and  will  proceed 
with  the  Arts  Commission's  policy.

Arts  Festival  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Robert  LaRocca,  Co-Chairs 

Festival  Director  Pietronigro  reported  plans  for  the  1985  Festival  are  progressing  well 
and  are  on  schedule.   He  updated  the  Commission  on  the  Festival  performing  arts 
component  and  stated  this  year's  Festival  is  being  emphasized  with  better  signage,  banner 
placement,  and  an  excellent  public  service  video.   An  extensive  and  thorough  discussion 
took  place  on  the  components  of  the  Festival  that  include:   The  Board  of  Supervisor's 
participation,  the  City  Hall  Rotunda  Program  on  July  24th  in  which  Mr.  Pietronigro 
assured  the  Commission  the  CAO ' s  office  and  the  Mayor,  or  their  designates,  have  been 
invited.   Further  report  V7as  made  on  the  July  26th  outdoor  exhibits  and  the  Children's 
Day  activities  that  will  include  hands-on  painting,  boat  building  and  child-oriented 
performances.   President  Swig  requested  that  the  Awards  of  Honor  recipients  be  high- 
lighted and  included  in  a  central  component  of  this  year's  Festival  to  acknowledge 
their  achievements.   Additionally,  President  Swig  expressed  that  she  especially 
wanted  the  corporate  sponsors  and  individual  Foundations  whom  have  supported  the 
Arts  Commission,  to  be  acknowledged  publically  in  some  component  of  the  Festival 
that  will  reflect  the  Commission's  gratitude  and  appreciation.   Commissioner  Hanson 
urged  all  Commissioners  to  be  present  and  visable  at  the  City  Hall  program  on  July  24th. 
In  reply.  Director  Pietronigro  stated  an  itinerary  and  script  of  daily  and  ninute-by- 
minute  schedule  of  events  and  ceremonies  will  be  mailed  to  all  Commissioners  to  enable 
them  planning  of  their  schedules. 

Development  Director,  Larry  Giddings  updated  the  Commission  on  the  progress  of  the 
Awards  of  Honor  Gala,  the  posters,  the  comm.erative  program.  Festival  Program,  T-shirts 
and  other  areas  of  promotion  and  plans  that  are  proceeding  on  schedule.   He  further 
reported  that  he  feels  the  Commission  will  be  pleased  with  efforts  being  expended  to 
create  new  constituencies  for  the  Festival  when  the  list  of  newly  engaged  funders 
for  the  event  is  distributed.   President  Swig  requested  Mr.  Giddings  carefully  update 
the  Business  Committee  list  before  further  printed  material  is  published  and  requested 
a  memento  for  Mr.  Sylla,  a  prominant  corporate  sponsor.   Commissioner  Hanson  broached 
the  subject  of  invitations  for  families  of  the  Award  recipients.   Considerations  and 
plans  for  them  will  be  further  investigated.

Street  Artist  Program  Report  -  Ray  Taliaferro,  Chair 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  on,  and  described   to  the  Commission,  the  events  that 
led  to  the  unanimous  decision,  in  Committee,  of  Consent  Calendar  Items  numbered  20  and  21. 
that  were  removed  for  further  discussion.   He  affirmed  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  alwayi 
enforced  the  regulations  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code,  that  in  some  circumstances 
the  Arts  Commission  shared  the  responsibility  with  the  Police  Department,  and  gave 
priority  to  enforcing  certain  regulations  above  others.   Continuing,  he  explained  that 
the  City  Attorney  has  now  mandated  the  Arts  Commission  to  enforce  all  the  laws,  expressly 
the  regulation  prohibiting  the  occupation  of  an  illegal  space  between  legal  spaces  (the 
practice  called  "squeezing") .   Commissioner  Taliaferro  further  reported  that  he  has  been 
contacted  by  the  legal  representative   of  the  Street  Artists  Coalition,  Ephraim  Margolin 
who  requests  a  thirty-day  delay  in  enforcement  of  this  law  and  the  Commission's  vote. 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  City  Attorney's  mandate  leaves  the  Arts  Commissic 
no  alternative  but  to  submit  to  the  City  Attorney's  office  a  request  for  a  series  of 
penalties  for  those  regulations  that  the  Arts  Commission  must  now  fully  enforce  to  protec; 
the  Commission  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  from  lawsuits. 
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In  conclusion  of  his  remarks.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  emphatically  stated  there  is 
no  question  that  the  Arts  Commission  must  comply  with  the  City  Attorney's  mandate 
to  fully  enforce  the  laws,  until  the  time  a  request  is  brought  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  laws  are  changed.   And,  in  the  meantime,  he  stated,  his  hope 
is  that  the  Police  Department  and  the  Arts  Commission  Inspector  employ  an  element  of 
discretion  and  priority  in  compliance. 

After  a  thorough  and  lengthy  discussion  and  testimony  by  Mr.  Harold  Kaufman,  President 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts,  and  the  following  street  artists:   Linda  Stark,  President- 
Street  Artist  Coalition  and  Chair  of  the  Arts  Commission  Street  Artist  Liaison  Committee: 
Mark  Monsarrat,  Claire  Marshall,  Mary  Russi,  Phil  Lawrence,  Kirk  Turner  and  Michael 
MacDonald,  advocating  the  street  artists'  need  for  space,  and  stating  their  concerns 
regarding  the  consequences  and  negative  impact  the  enforcement  of  this  law  would  have, 
the  following  Resolutions  were  adopted:

President  Swig  reported  on  the  Fairmont  Hotel  fundraising  Benefit  of  July  11th.   Quoting 
from  Development  Coordinator,  Larry  Giddings'  report.  President  Swig  stated  that  the 
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the"$20,000  projected  net  income  was  exceeded  by  $5,000.   Beyond  the  fiscal  success, 
the  Awards  Celebration  presented  a  tangible  way  for  corporations,  foundations,  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  to  become  involved  in  Arts  Commission  Programs."

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Referring  to  the  comparative  statistical  report  distributed  to  the  Commission, 
Commissioner  Alley  stated  figures  reflect  the  1985  POPS  Concert  Series  was  very 
successful.   He  commended  Director  Isaacs,  POPS  Coordinator,  Dennis  Rumsey  and  the 
Music  Committee.   He  reported  briefly  on  the  Delia  Reese  concert  (replacing  Sarah 
Vaughn)  and  the  LeBecque  Sisters  concert.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  interjected  that 
having  the  Municipal  Organ  operating  again  was  a  wonderful  addition  to  the  opening 
night  program  and  he  commended  the  organist  and  expressed  his  desire  that  the  organ 
be  included  in  future  Concerts.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  expressed  a  desire  to  have 
a  Latin  American  theme  or  performer  in  the  1986  program;  Commissioner  Alley  assured 
him  there  would  be . 

Program.  Coordinator,  Dennis  Rumsey  reported  the  POPS  budget  is  reaching  close  to 
three-quarter  million  dollars.   The  projected  expenses  for  1985  were  budgeted  at 
$533,500;   all  invoices  are  not  in  yet  and  he  stated  he  will  prepare  an  indepth  study/ 
analysis  for  future  concerts  and  a  financial  report  for  presentation  in  September. 
Mr.  Rumsey  also  commented  on  the  fine-working  relationship  that  was  developed  this 
season  between  the  Sjmiphony  and  the  Arts  Commission  Music  Committee.   In  conclusion 
Mr.  Rumsey  stated  that  out  of  $726,092  projected  income  this  year,  if  budget  expenses 
hold,  there  will  be  a  surplus  of  $172,000  and  that  his  personal  goal  of  ticket  revenue 
matching  City  tax  money  had  been  reached  within  $5000.

Much  mail  has  been  received  regarding  the  Arts  Festival,  the  1985 
POPS  Concerts  Series  and  the  Awards  of  Honor  Gala  Celebration  with 
positive  comments  and  contributions  that  has  created  a  positive  balance 
in  relation  to  the  few  negative  responses  received  earlier  about  the 
Festival.   President  Swig  commended  the  Commission  and  staff  for  their 
work  on  the  POPS  and  Festival. 

There  has  been  continuing  discussion  in  our  City  on  the  role  of  Commiss- 
ioners versus  conflict  of  interest  and  President  Swig  stated  her  hope  is 
that  the  discussion  will  be  concluded  in  a  productive  and  positive  way 
and  will  determine  whether  there  is  an  actual  problem  or  just  some 
situations  that  need  to  be  dealt  with  on  a  case-by-case  basis. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT

for  the  public,  and  a  Joan  Miro  mural  at  the  airport. 

1985-86  Budget 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  at  that  day's  Mayor's  staff  meeting,  all  city  department 
heads  are  instructed  to  submit  a  report  for  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Finance  Committee,  outlining  how  each  department  will  be  able  to  reduce  expenses  for  the 
last  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year  by  two  and  a  half,  three,  four  and  five  percent. 
There  will  be  a  three-day  hearing  beginning  October  1st  whereby  all  City  departments 
will  be  required  to  explain  and  describe  their  budget  reductions.   There  will  be  no 
supplemental  requisitions  accepted.  The  comparative  work  ordinance  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment night  differential  have  created  a  burden  on  the  Mayor's  budget  and  requires  every 
department's  conscientious  effort  to  reduce  spending.  One  way  the  Arts  Commission  is 
beginning  to  reduce  is  by  presently  not  filling  vacant  positions  at  the  Commission  Office.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Street  Artist  Program  Report  -  Ray  Taliaferro,  Chair 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  that  subsequent  to  last  month's  Commission  Meeting  and 
the  August  28th  Street  Artist  Program  Committee  Meeting,  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants 
Association,  Mr.  Ephraim  Margolin,  legal  representative  for  the  Street  Artists  Coalition, 
and  street  artists  met  to  discuss  a  resolution  to  the  situation  that  exists  on  Fisherman's 
Wharf  regarding  enforcement  of  the  laws  and  regulations  that  govern  the  street  artists. 
Mr.  Margolin  reported  to  the  Commission  that  the  three-hour  meeting,  attended  by  six  members 
each  of  the  Street  Artists  Coalition  and  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchant's  Association  was 
productive.  He  then  presented  to  the  Commission  the  Coalition's  argument  that  the  showing 
of  "good  faith"  as  requested  by  the  Merchants  Association,  which  involved  the  elimination 
of  occupying  illegal  spaces  between  legal  spaces,  was  not  acceptable  when  other  issues 
such  as  traffic  and  non-profit  salespersons  needed  to  be  addressed  as  well.  He  stated  that 
if  street  artists  ceased  using  the  illegal  spaces  between  legal  spaces,  those  same  spaces 
would  be  taken  up  by  the  non-profit  salespersons.  He  further  stated  that  the  Street  Artists 
Coalition  was  on  the  agenda  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  request  interim  legislative 
changes,  and  as  a  show  of  "good  faith,"  then  cancelled  their  place  on  that  agenda.   Continuing] 
he  stated  the  street  artists  want  legislative  specifics  regarding  the  spaces  and  are  willing 
to  continue  to  meet  and  cooperate  and  establish,  with  the  merchants,  a  project  that  alleviates 
overcrowding.   Mr.  Margolin  stated  that  it  is  in  the  street  artists'  position  that  if  the 
traffic  issues  and  the  non-profit  people  are  dealt  with,  the  over-crowding  situation  at 
the  Wharf  would  resolve  itself. 
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Street  Artist  Committee  Report  (continued) 

In  conclusion,  he  requested  the  Arts  Commission  endorse  these  efforts  and  designate  a 
representative  from  the  Arts  Commission  to  sit  and  deliberate  in  these  meetings  with  the 
merchants.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  reaffirmed  that  the  Commission  must  comply  and 
enforce  all  street  artist  laws. 


.  Baccari»  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association,  presented  ■ 
-s  testimony,  stating  that  the  merchants  request  the  elimination  of  "squeezing"  (use  of

his 

illegal ,  spaces  between  legal  spaces)  as  a  show  of  good  faith,  due  to  the  history  of  street 
artiist  violations  since  the  inception  of  the  program.  He  further  stated  that  the  merchants 
sometimes  feel  in  competition  with  the  street  artists;  on  some  weekends  there  are  as  many 
as  300  persons  vending  on  a  given  block  of  the  Wharf.  Continuing,  Mr.  Baccarl  stated  the 
Merchants  Association's  desire  is  to  have  street  artist  input  and  collaboration  on  their 
overall  comprehensive  plans  for  the  future  of  Fisherman's  Wharf.  These  include  new  and 
distinctive  street  artist  spaces  in  exchange  for  some  of  the  existing  spaces.  The  goal 
of  the  merchants  is  to  keep  Fisherman's  Wharf  just  that,  and  to  eliminate  the  negative 
aspects  that  exist  there  now;  to  preserve  the  element  of  the  fisherman  (the  human  element) 
and  the  aethestics  and  precious  atmosphere  that  are  unique.   It  is  not  the  intent  to  isolate 
the  street  artists.  Additionally,  Mr.  Baccari  added  that  for  seven  months  the  Merchants 
Association  has  been  in  discussion  with  Mr.  Dean  Macris,  Director  of  the  Planning  Commission 
regarding  beautifying  Fisherman's  Wharf;  J.n  carrying  out  this  plan  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  the  Merchants'  Association  wishes  to  include  the  street  artists.  Mr.  Baccari 
stated  that  the  Merchants  Association  was  asking  the  street  artists  to  have  faith  in  the 
Association's  willingness  to  include  street  artist  participation  and  to  accept  compliance 
with  the  law. 

The  following  persons  presented  further  testimony  regarding  street  artists  at  Fisherman's 
Wharf:  Mark  Kelty,  street  artist;  Stanly  Roth,  pretzel  seller;  Larry  Rosenbloom,  street 
artist;  Christopher  Martin,  President  -  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association;  Phil 
Lawrence,  street  artist;  Pat  Flanigan,  former  president.  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants 
Association;  Mark  Monsarrat,  street  artist;  Peter  Brown  of  the  Anchorage;  Tom  Gilberti, 
street  artist,  and  Captain  Lawrence  Gray,  Commanding  Officer  -  Central  Station,  San 
Francisco  Police  Department. 

After  concluding  remarks,  Commissioner  Taliaferro,  commending  the  positive  and  constructive 
testimony  given  today,  stated  that  he  feels  the  issues  were  not  so  complicated  that  they 
could  not  be  resolved  and  supported  the  Arts  Commission  meeting  with  the  Merchants 
Association,  the  street  artists  and  the  Police  Department  regarding  the  parking  problems 
and  the  illegal  vending.   Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  relative  to  parking  she  also 
proposed  that  the  Arts  Commission  meet  with  the  Police,  the  Merchants  Association  and  the 
artists  to  work  on  the  problem  of  illegal  and  non-profit  vendors  and  to  seek  solutions  to 
prevent  these  salespersons  from  occupying  the  space  as  regulations  are  enforced.   In 
conclusion,  merchants  and  street  artists  on  questions  of  future  design  and  planning  of 
Fisherman's  Wharf. 

President  Swig  suggested  the  parking  and  illegal  vending  issues  be  returned  to  the  Street 

Artists  Committee  agenda  for  discussion  and  resolution.  In  conclusion.  President  Swig 
also  stated  that  she  would  like  the  Merchants  Association,  street  artists  and  the  Arts 
Commission  to  be  a  part  of  the  comprehensive  plan  for  Fisherman's  Wharf.   The  following

Arts  Festival  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Robert  LaRocca,  Co-Chairs 

Commissioner  Hanson  presented  a  streamlined  proposal  for  the  I986  Arts  Festival  that 

would  reduce  administrative  cost  and  would  allow  the  staff  to  begin  immediately  to 

work  on  next  year's  festival.   This  plan  would  focus  on  the  strong  parts  of  the  85 

Festival  and  eliminate  the  more  complex  components  that  did  not  work  well  and  cost 

would  be  reduced  in  that  Ast.  Director  Bell  would  administer  the  visual  arts  component 

and  would  be  coordinating  Director  of  the  Festival. 

Commissioner  Hanson  presented  a  streamlined  proposal  for  the  1986  Arts  Festival 
that  would  reduce  administrative  cost  and  would  allow  the  staff  to  begin  Immediately 
to  work  on  next  year's  festival.  This  plan  would  focus  on  the  strong  components  of 
the  1985  Festival  and  eliminate  the  more  complex  components  that  did  not  work  well. 
Costs  would  be  reduced  In  that  Assistant  Director  Bell  would  administer  the  visual 
arts  component  and  would  be  coordinating  Director  of  the  Festival.  Discussion  ensued 
on  the  elimination  of  crafts  sales  at  the  Art  Commission  Festival.  Assistant  Director 
Bell  stated  that  the  "crafts  marketplace"  has  compromised  the  Arts  Festival  and  sug- 
gested that  if  the  crafts  are  to  be  Included  a  Street  Festival  Organizer  be  hired  to 
coordinate  the  crafts  sales.  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  in  discussions  there  was 
unanimous  consensus  on  the  strong  and  weak  components  of  the  1985  Festival  and  in 
1986  the  staff  wish  to  present  and  emphasize  and  build  up  the  strong  components  to 
enable  a  better  economic  and  clear  picture  to  the  public  that  the  Arts  Commission 
Festival  differentiates  from  another  urban  faire  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  also  stated 
that  this  plan  will  allow  for  a  revi tal ization  and  rebirth  of  the  Festival  and  taking 
into  consideration  of  the  "leanness  of  the  budget"  and  what  can  be  accomplished  with 
the  $18,000  Hotel  Tax  Fund  Grant  (from  $5,500.).   Commissioner  Hanson  proposed  the 
following  Resolution  be  adopted:

II.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Swig  opened  this  meeting  by  welcoming  back  Commissioner 
Gaylord  and  acknowledging  Commissioner  Peter  Rodriguez'  contribution 
to  the  community  and  she  congratulated  him  on  the  October  18th  recep- 
tion and  dinner  dance  in  his  honor  at  the  Sheraton  Palace  Garden  Court. 
Additionally,  President  Swig  remarked  that  it  was  reported  to  her  how 
well  received  was  Commissioner  Taliaferro's  testimony  to  the  Common- 
wealth Club  on  the  subject  Bay  Region  Art  and  the  21st  Century. 

A  letter  from  Leonard  Kingsley  Fine  Arts  Museum  Board  of  Trustees 
was  received  announcing  the  end  of  his  term  and  acknowledging  and 
commending  the  work  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission.   Mr.  Kingsley 
will  be  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Alexandra  Phillips  who  has  been  energetically 
involved  and  dedicated  to  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  for  twenty-five  years. 
President  Swig  reported  also  that  she  has  had  word  from  Mrs.  Phillips 
that  she  looks  forward  to  serving  in  the  capacity  of  ex-officio  member 
of  the  Arts  Commission  and  sharing  her  ideas. 

President  Swig  briefly  commented  on  a  recent  conversation  about  the 
unfortunate  fact  ninety  percent  of  museum  collections  are  stored  and 
unavailable  for  public  exhibition.   She  stated  it  would  be  good  if 
ideas  could  be  pursued  for  alternative  exhibition  space  and  that  the 
Arts  Commission  may  wish  to  generate  discussion  on  this  subject  some- 
time in  the  future.

Task  Force.   President  Swig  stated  she  has  offered  the  services  of  the  Art  in 
Public  Places  staff  (if  funded)  to  coordinate  and  perform  background  work  for 
the  task  force.   The  Friends  of  the  Arts  will  be  requested  to  serve  as  the  non- 
profit conduit  for  funds. 

Mexican  Emergency  Art  Rescue  Committee 

President  Swig  reported  a  letter  has  been  received  by  Commissioner  Hanson  from  the 
Federal  Art  Patronage  Notes,  Francis  V.  O'Connor,  reporting  the  status  of  the  existing 
art    and  known  damage  to  the  Mexican  art  as  a  result  of  the  recent  earthquake  in 
Mexico.   This  newsletter  urges  the  establishment  of  an  international  rescue  committee 
and  solicitation  of  funds  that  may  be  mailed  to  Dr.  O'Connor,  in  care  of  250  East  73rd 
Street,  #11C,  New  York  City,  NY  10021. 


Conflict  of  Interest 

Form  730,  Annual  Statement  of  Economic  Interests  were  distributed  and  President  Swig 
requested  all  Commissioners  fill  them  out  and  return  to  the  Commission  office  for 
forwarding  to  the  Mayor's  office  as  soon  as  possible. 

California  Confederation  of  Arts  Congress 

California  Confederation  of  Arts  Congress  will  be  held  in  Oakland  at  the  Hyatt  Regency 
Hotel,  October  24th  through  26th,  1985.   President  Swig  announced  she  has  purchased  a 
table  for  ten  at  the  Award  Dinner  on  October  24th.   She  invited  those  Commissioners  who 
wish  to  attend,  be  her  guest. 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  State  of  the  City  Report  she  has  sent  to  the  Mayor  that 
is  required  annually  of  all  city  departments.   She  stated  that  she  is  required  to  report 
on  quantative  and  qualitative  progress,  problems  and  future  goals  of  the  Commission, 
relative  to  the  Management  by  Objective  goals..   The  Mayor  takes  parts  of  these  reports 
to  compile  her  annual  State  of  the  City  Report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   Director 
Isaacs  remarked  that  the  report  is  always  more  interesting  when  compared  to  the  former 
year's  report,  for  development  comparison,  and  she  suggested  the  Commissioners  read, 
again,  the  1984  State  of  the  City  Report  that  will  be  mailed  to  them  again.

The  Friends  of  WACC  had  requested  this  hearing.   The  Commission  explained  that  the 
Friends  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  no  longer  have  a  Memorandum  of  Under- 
standing with  the  Arts  Commission  and  outlined  the  reasons  and  the  City's  responsibility.

Supervisor  Renne,  stated  Commissioner  Nemerovski,  informet 
them  this  was  not  an  acceptable  position  in  light  of  the  Mayor's  mandate  to  reduce  the 
budget  and  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  request  of  the  department  to  assist  them  by  inform- 
ing them  how  best  they  could  reduce  the  Arts  Commission  budget  by  the  above-mentioned 
percentages.   The  approximate  figure  that  must  be  reduced  is  $14,500. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Controller's  Office  has  set  aside  $14,438  of  the 
Arts  Commission  budget  that  cannot  be  expended;  in  January  the  Mayor  wants  another 
five  percent  cut  from  the  annual  budget  that  will  be  extended  into  the  86-87  fiscal 
year.   Director  Isaacs  stated  she  does  not  recommend  cutting  positions  in  that  they 
are  so  difficult  to  recover  and  conclusively  recommended  that  the  2h   percent  cut  be 
taken  from  the  Arts  Festival  budget.   After  further  explanation  and  discussion. 
Commissioner  Nemerovski  recommended  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  F107-85-260:   Approval  of  2h   Percent  Budget  Cut  from  Arts  Festival 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  recommend  that  the  2h   percent 
budget  cut,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  be  taken  from  the  1985-86  Arts  Commission 
Festival  budget." 

Discussion:  Commissioner  Rodriguez  inquired  how  this  will  affect  the  recent 
_grant  received  from  the  Hotel  TAx  Fund  for  the  Festival.   In  reply,  Director 
Isaacs  stated  she  doubts  in  can  be  reduced  since  the  grant  was  approved  and 
in  the  event  there  is  no  Festival,  an  alternative  event,  in  the  spirit  of 
the  Festival  could  be  negotiated.

Commissioner  Hanson,  in  reply  to  the  Director's  statement  that  the  Arts  Commission 
budget  has  risen  ^H   percent  but  operational  allocations  have  decreased  twenty-five 
percent  since  1978-79,  recommended  that  the  Commission  needs  to  defend  the  inequity 
of  the  Arts  Commission  taking  the  same  percentage  of  budget  cuts  as  other  City 
departments.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Swig  began  her  report  reminding  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Toby 
-Rosenblatt,  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  will  attend 
the  December  4  Qonimission  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  the  Commissions'  sharing 
on  tne  topic  of  the  South  of  Market  Plan.   She  also  reminded  each  Coiuu-issioner 
of  their  responsibility  in  filing  (monthly)  their  Notice  of  Representation 
forms  in  the  Mayor's  Office. 

President  Swig  introduced  and  welcomed  to  the  Commission,  the  newly-appointed 
President  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  Board  of  trustees  and  Arts  Commission  Ex- 
Officio  member,  Mrs.  Alexandra  Phillips.   She  stated  her  hope  that  Mrs.

President  Swig  announced  that  she  would  defer  her  report  in  order  that  Mr.  Toby  Rosenblatt, 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  could  report  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Percent  for  Art  Guidelines  for  privte  development,  as  part  of  the  Downtown  Plan.   Mr. 
Rosenblatt  briefly  described  to  the  Commission  how  the  Planning  Commission  toured  other 
major  cities  that  have  major  art  in  public  places  programs.   The  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission,  he  continued,  has  patterned  their  program  from  those  cities'  local  ordinances 
for  redevelopment  agencies.   An  advisory  Group  has  been  formed  to  assist  the  Planning 
Commission  with  guidelines  for  the  Percent  for  Art  in  the  Downtown  Plan.   There  will  be 
public  hearings  on  the  proposed  guidelines.   Commissioner  Hanson  and  Director  Isaacs  stated 
their  concerns  and  inquired  if  there  will  be  representation  and  aesthetic  advocacy  within 
this  plan  to  insure  quality  art.   Mr.  Rosenblatt  replied  that  currently  the  developer 
has  final  approval  of  the  selection  of  art.   In  conclusion  he  stated  that  the  Planning 
Commission  was  attempting  not  to  be  too  exacting  in  their  guidelines  so  as  not  to  diminish 
the  likelihood  of  the  plan  being  adopted.   Mr.  Rosenblatt  agreed  to  return  to  the  January 
or  February,  1986  meeting  to  further  report  on  this  topic.   Commissioner  Patri  thanked 
Mr.  Rosenblatt  for  attending  this  meeting  and  acknowledged  the  cooperative  spirit  with  whicl 
the  Planning  Commission  works  with  the  Arts  Commission  staff,  in  particular  the  State /Local 
Partnership  Program  Advisory  Board  Facilities  Impact  Study  and  the  Live /Work  Study. 

[V.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Mayor's  1986-87  budget  instructions  require  the  Arts 
Commission  submit  a  ninety  percent,  as  well  as,  one  hundred  percent  of  the  Commission's 
current  budget.   This  ten  percent  will  be  a  major  cut  for  the  Arts  Commission  budget.   The 
Mayor  is  attempting  to  pass-  a  revenue  package  and  if  this  passes  the  cuts  will  not  be  necess 
that  would  eliminate  public  services.   The  Mayor  is  attempting  to  reinstate  the  five 
percent  utility  tax  to  balance  the  budget  and  bring  in  the  needed  revenue  and,  continued 
Director  Isaacs,  the  Mayor  wishes  the  City's  Commissioners  bring  this  message  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.   The  proposed  ten  percent  cut  for  the  Arts  Commission  budget  will  represent 
about  $^85, 000. 00.   Additionally,  she  stated  that  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Finance 
Committee  has  stated  they  will  not  allow  the  approval  of  funding  for  the  account  clerk's 
position  this  year,  in  addition  to  the  proposed  ten  percent  cut  of  next  year.   President 
Swig  interjected  that  it's  time  for  the  Commissioners  to  undertake  a  letter  writing 
campaign  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  stating  that  further  cuts  to  the  Arts 
Commission  budget  will  weaken  and  undermine  the  progress  of  the  Arts  commission  work. 

Coit  Tower  Murals 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Coit  Tower  Murals  is  on  the  Agenda  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisor's  Culture  and  Recreation  Committee  this  week  and  she  would  be  attending  that 
meeting  and  inconclusion  she  reported  on  the  upcoming  Friends  of  the  Arts  fundraiser  - 
"Out  of  Africa"  film  premiere  at  the  Regency  Theatre.   Louise  Jordan,  Business  Committee 
for  the  Arts,  interjected  that  150  tickets  have  been  sold  in  four  days  -  500  tickets  sold 
is  the  goal;  a  $500,000  gift  has  also  been  received. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report,  director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  that  the 
February  3rd,  1986  Commission  Meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Public  Health  Building,  101 
Grove  Street,  Room  300. 

President  Swig  reminded  the  Commission  that  election  of  Arts  Commission  officers  will      > 
be  on  the  agenda  for  the  January,  1986  Regular  Monthly  meeting  of  the  Arts  Commission 
and  she  invited  Commissioners  to  telephone  her  with  their  nominations. 

December  9th  at  3:00  p.m.  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program  will  conduct  a  roundtable 

meeting.   Commissioenr  Patri  encouraged  all  Commissioners  that  could  attend,  to  do  so.
